A valt mift ‘enveloped the whole circuit of the mountaig. The 
profpeét down was horrible, It gave am. idea of gumbers. of 
abyfics, concealed by a thick fmoke, furioufly circulating a- 
round us. Very often a guft of wind formed an opening in the 
clouds, which gave a fine diftinét vifto of lake and valley. 
Sometimes they opencd only in one place ; at others, in many 
at once, exhibiting a moft ftrange and perplexing fight of wa- 
ter, fields, rocks, or chafmé, in fifty different places. ‘They 
then clofed at once, and left us involved in, darknefs; in a 
{mall {pace, they would feparate again, apd fly in wild eddies 
round the middle of the mountains, and expofes in parts, both 
tops and bafis, clear to our view. We defcended from this , 
various {cene with great reluctance ; but befure we reached our 
horfes, a thunder ftorm overtook us. Its rolling among the 
mountains was inexpreflibly awful ; the rain uncom hea- 
vy. We remounted our horfes, and gained the bottom with 
reat hazard. ‘The litele rills. which op our afcent wickled a» 
Gas the gullies on the fades of the mountain, werk: now fwell- 
ed into torrents; and we and our {teeds pafled with the utmolt 
rifque of being {wept away by thefe fudden waters, Att length 
we arrived fafe, yet fufficiently wet and weary, to our former 
quarters. 
It is very rare that the traveller gets a proper day to af- 
cend the hill ; for it often appears clear, but by the evident at- 
traction of the clouds by this lofty mountain, it becomes fud- 
denly and unexpectedly enveloped in miit, when the clouds 
have jaft before appeared very remote, and at great heights. 
At times Ivhave obferved them lower to half their height, and 
notwith{tanding they had been difperfed to the right and to the 
left, yet they have met from both fides, and united to involve 
the fummit in one great ob{curity. 
The quantity of waters which flows from the lakes of Snow- 
dania, is very confiderable, fo much, that 1 doubt not but col- 
letively they would exceed the waters of the Thames, before 
it meets the flax of the ocean.

The following ftory, which Mr Pennant attefts as a fact, is 
fo extraordinary, that we cannot forbear inferting it here for 
the amufement of our readers : 

« My curiofity (fays he) was excited to examine into the 
trath of a farpribog relation of a woman in the parith of Cyly- 
nin, who had fated a molt fupernatural length of time. 
took boat, and had a moft pleafing paige -up~the-harbowes: 
charmed with the beauty of the fhores, intermixed with woods, 
verdent paftures, and corn-fields. I landed, and, after a thort 
walk, found, ina farm called Tydden Bach, the objeét of my 
excurfion, Mary Thomas, who was boarded here, and kept 
with great humanity and neatnefs. She was of the age of for- 
ty-feven, of a good countenance, very pale and thin, but not 
fo inuch emaciated as might be expected, from the {trangenels 
of the circumftanees I am going to relate; her eyes weak, her 
voice low, deprived of the ufe of her’ lower extremities,. and 
quite bed-ridden ; her pulfe rather ftrong, her intelic&ts clear 
and fenfible. 

On examining her, fhe informed me, that, at the age of fe- 
ven, fhe had fome eruptions like the meafles, whigh grew con- 
fluent and wniverfal ; and the became fo fore, that the ‘could 
not bear the leaft touch: fhe received fome eafe by the appli- 
cation of a fheep’s fkin jut taken from the animal; after ‘this, 
fhe was feized,at {pring and fall, with: fwellings and inflamma- 
tions, during which time fhe was confined to her bed; but in 
the intervals could walk about, and once went to Holywell,, 
in hopes of cure? s 

When the was about twenty-feven years of age, fhe was at- 
tacked with the fame complaint, but in a more violent manner ; 
and, during two years and a half, remained infenfible, and took 
no manner of nourifhment; notwithftanding her friends forced 
open her mouth with a fpoon, to get fometliing down 5 but the 
moment the fpoon was raken away, her teeth met and clofed 
with vaft-foapping and violence ; during that time, fhe flung up 
valt quantities of blood. 

She well remembers the return of her fenfes, and her know- 
ledge of every body about her. She thought the had flept but 
a night, and afked her mother whether the thought fhe had 
given her any thing the day before, fhe found herfelf very hun- 
gry. Meat-was brought to her, but, fo far from being able to 
take any thing folid, the could fcarcely fwallow a fpoonful of 
thin whey. From this fhe continued, feven years and a half, 

without any food or liquid, excepting fafficient of the latter to 
moiften her lips. ‘At the end of this period fhe again fancied 
herfcl&bungry, and defired an egy, of which fhe gots¢own the 
quantity of a nut-kernel. About this time fhe requeftéd to re- 
ceive the Sacrament 3 which fhe did, by having a crum of bread 
ftceped in the wine. After this, fhe takes for her daily fub- 
fiftence a bit of bread, weighing about two penny-weights, 
feven grains, and drinks a wine-glafs of watef: fometimes a 
fpoonful of wine, but frequently abitains whole days/from food 
and liquids. She fleeps very indifferently : the. ordinary fune- 
tions of nature are very finall, and very feldom performed. 
Her attendant told me, that her difpofition of mind wag mild ; 
her temper even; that fhe was religions, agd very fervent in 
prayer; the natural effe@ of the ftate of her body;. long unem- 
bafraffed with the profsnefs of food, and_a’coaftant alienation of 
thought from all worldly affairs *: 

This inftance of the influence of difeafe (for fire only can it 
be‘called) ftrange as it is, is not without parallel. 

‘The firft is the cafe of a lady, a paticnt of the late Rev. Dr

themfelyes, from a ridiculoys punétilio, obliged to keep pace 
with them. Women of all ranks, from a kind of emulation, 
peculiar to their fex, {train all points to imitate their betters ; 
and this expenfive caprice, the offspring of fafhion, fpreads 

from the capital, into provinces ; and proportionably, but with 
greater detriment, infects the inhabitants of the country. Hence 

arife thofe obftacles to inter-marriages, the want of money né- 

ceflary for the education of children, the defcit in the accompts 

of men entrufted with public employments, their debts, nay, 

often breaches of truft, the {carcity of real capital among/t tra- 

ders, the little encouragement given to hafbandmen, who of 
courfe neglect the culture of lands ; and to this evil may be at- 

tributed the ruin of families, their internal diffentions, and a 

world of vicious habits and inclinations. ‘This excefs of vani- 

ty, which in fome women might be overlooked as a contemp+ 

tible weaknefs, is a crime in thofe who, thinking it their duty 

to emulate the former, deprive themfelves of the means of ful- 

filling the duties ihcumbent on parents. His Royal Highnefs, 

in confequence of the plan he has adopted, of laying the Jealt 
conttraint poflible on the freedom of his fubjects as to their ac- 

tions, would not enaét any fumptuary laws; fenfible, never- 

thelefs, how neceffary it is to fabmit to them a matter which 
affumes fo many fhapes and forms, efpecially in what concerns 

the drefs of women, whofe excefs is not fo much in quality as 

in quantity and abufe; and his Royal Highnefs will always 

look on laws which leave the way open to infra¢tions and vex- 

ations, as utterly repugnant to his Royal clemency. 

«¢ But, the Grand Duke is fo confident of the regard which 
his fubjeéts have for him, that he trufts, knowing his paternal 
intentions, they will freely thew themfelves eager to fecond 
their fovereign in a matter which he has fo much at heart. As 
it is neceffary that fo falutary a reformation fhould be firft intro- 
duced by the nobility, that their example may be followed by 
the other ranks of people, your Excellency will not fail to 
make known my royal intention to the aflembly of the nobles. 
In confequence of which, it will be more agreeable to their 
Royal Highneffes to fee at Court, and on the gala-days, the 
nobility of both fexes appear in plain drefs, and even in black ; 
the greateft fimplicity in this article being more confonant with 
neatnefs and decency, than all thofe incumbered clothes uim- 
med after the flage-fa/hion. 
that their Royal Sovereigns have too much good fenfe to value 
the nobility, in proportion to that way of dreffing, forgetting 
that elevated fentiments, a diftinguifhed conduét, a good ufe of 
their riches, aud a generofity guided by prudence, are the cha- 

ratteriftics of true nobility. On the contrary, his Royal High- 
nefs the Grand Duke, in forming an opinion of each indivi- 
dual, will be guided by the moderation or excefs in the drefs 
of men of all ranks, and in that of their wives and daughters. 
This will be for him the criterion of their good or bad cons 
duct, and of their wifdom or weaknefs of mind. And this o- 
pinion may influence him in the di(tribution of his Royal fa. 
vours, and efpecially for appointing to fach employments as re- 
quire a found judgment, and a certainty that thole who make 
;ntereft for them are nowife involved in their family affairs.”

The French Ambaflador has had feveral ‘conferences with 
the Statés, which have given rife to many conjectures as:to 
what the frdject of them might be; fome afferting, that an al- 
liance offenfive and defenfive is of foot, whilft others declare 
it was a Joan which that Ambaflador wanted to negociate in fu- 
vour of the Americans, under the guarantee of this Republick ; 
and this’ lait feems actually to have been “the 'bufinels, as we 
hear the States haye not only refolved to permit the fiid nego- 
ciation to be carried on, but have alfo’ determined to guarantee 
the fame ; notwithitanding which, it is not believed it will go 
down. cv 

It is reported, that the States-General, finding that the Court 
of Victina intend propofing to the Prince Bithop of Liege to 
appoint the Arch-Duke Maximilian to be his coadjutor, have 
fent a confidential perfon to the Bifhop of Liege with a prefent 
of 100,000 florins, to prevent his catcring into the views of the 
Hoafe of Auttria.

The following Letter was received yeflerday : 
SIR, 

«No account having yet appeared in print relative to the at- 
tack, &c. of Tubago, the following particulars refpecting that 
bufinefS may not be unemertaining to your readers, arid. will 
ferve to fhew chat the ifland was not tamely’furrendered, as has 
been infinuated. 

“© On the 24th of May 1781, General Blanch landéd 1200 
men at Gecat Courland, and foon afterwards 400 more at 
Courland and Scarborough. On the fame day, after fome fkir- 
mifhing, Governor Fergufon retreated to the camp at Concor- 
dia; that camp was {> extenfive, it would have taken 1500 
men to defend it properly, The greateft nymber that ever 
were in the camp dic not exceed 170 regulars, 210 wilitia, 
and about 40 artillery men. 

‘¢ ‘This fma]l body of men remained, determined to abide 
all the confequences of being {tormed, from the 24th to the 
giit of May; and they approved of the Governor’s refufing 
every propofal made him to capitulate. 

* On the night of Wedaefday the 30th, they would have 
been attacked by all the French force, if they had not been 
wrong conducted by their guides. The, fame day, it was 
known in the camp, that Admiral Drake had been obliged to 
relinquiih his iatention of landing General Skene with the 
troops that were fent for the relief of the iflaid, he having 
been Chaced by the whole French fleet, and forced to retire. 

“* The Knowledge of this circumftance did not induce Go- 
vernor Fergufon, or the gentlemen under his command, to al- 
ter their determination of defending themfelves againft .the 
French troops then in the fland. 

“ Oo Thurflay the gift, the Marquis de. Bouille, with 
three other general officers, and all the fquadron under Monf. 
de Graffe came to’ haften the redustion of that ifland. The 
Marquis landéd thar evening ag Great Courland, with a confi- 
derable force. : , 

‘* Our engineers were then of opinion that our camp could 
not be any Jonger defended againft fo fuperior a force. It was 
in confequence evacuated that night, and the troops and militia 
filed off towards the mountains. ‘ 

** The inhabitants did thén-imagine, that there could not 
be fuch a number of troops aflembled for their fuccour, as 
would be fufficient to diflodge above 3000 of the beft troops 
of France, commanded by experienced officers, pofleffed of ve- 
ry {trong ground, cattle at their commanc, and provifions for 
fix moaths at hand, on board their fleet. 

© In this fituation, nothing remained for them. but to make 
the beft terms poflible, in whic.: they fucceeded to their with, 
as njay be feen by the articles of the capitulation. 

** Sir George Brydges Roduacy did not appear of the 

tll’ June the 5th, at which time the French fleet were 
of the iflind ; the two fleets within two leagues of each other.
